The agreement between Rubel Bros. and Horne 
continued until May 1890. That year Kuhns 
went Chicago, where the Safeguard Account Co. was 
organized. Ira Rubel was made president and manager 
the office, Kuhns secretary and manager 
main office Chicago, and John Horne treasurer 
and manager the Boston office. Page and McCleery, 
who for several years had been employed Rubel 
Bros., became bookkeepers, McCleery for Safeguard 
Account Co. and Page for Rubel Bros. 
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Known colloquially throughout loose- 
leaf industry, Kuhns authority its early days. 
From 1902 1935 Kuhns served president The Workman 
Mfg. Co., Chicago, one the nation’s leading loose-leaf 
manufacturers and traditionally the world’s pioneer loose-leaf 


organization. Since 1935 has been chairman the board.

The original Rubel Bros., meanwhile, stimulated

Offset Multilith the latest method printing cloth for 
book covers. The first successful experiment was achieved 
last month new Doubleday, Doran title, “Room Make- 
Up”. Country Life Press satisfied with the result, says 
Ralph Box, bindery superintendent, that plans print 
other book covers the same way. 

The idea originated with Lou Utley Pont, who took 
with Frank Toole Addressograph-Multigraph Co., 
makers the Multilith machine, compact type offset 
press. Together they suggested Box, Tom McElroy, and 
Ray Rothmann Doubleday’s division, and 
Tedesco, Doubleday’s head book designer. The group were 
convinced that the experiment worked, offered advan- 
tages: (1) more elaborate and beautiful designs could used 
for small-run covers; (2) money could saved; (3) time 
spent waiting for stamping dies and embossing covers 
could reduced. 

Tedesco produced rhythmic design drapery style, com- 
posed sprays and leaves wheat. The drawing was ren- 
dered one color, and the platemaker obtained 2-color separa- 
tion retouching the negatives. Standard albumen plates 
were employed and the job was run medium blue for the 
background and cerise for the design. Since the design par 
tially open-face and benday was used tone the cerise, the 
final effect tones: blue, shades red, and the cream 
the cloth.
